bowls, so that the others always had to wait until they ware finished eating* 
Tim oonsequanoa was that they fought eaoh other for these soup bowls* One 
morning when I was checking the room orderlies as to cleanliness I found one 
of these canteen bowls under one of the beds which one of the prisoners had 
used to relieve himself* That was particularly dangerous in this oaae because 
about 70 to bO of the people from the Jewish transport from Ausohwita were 
sleeping in this dormitory and they all had diarrhea* I slapped this parti¬ 
cular wui who had committed t hi a unclean act. I did thia in order to protect 
the rest of them from being infeoted} and infeoAona through acts of this 
kind would have beoooe widespread* On thia detail every evening four to five 
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man would report baok to camp who had oollupeed *t> Stampede. Sousane also 
would uae this oooaalon in order to taka tha food of thane others for 
themselves. Khan I noticed that I «*vs him a slap. In tha lower dormitory, 

1 stated already, 10 or 20 people would a la op who were oonfined to bod -— 
to root in bed, and 1 would give orders to the man sleeping above or next 
to him to look after his comrade. What was tha result? The man who-was 
supposed to take oare of his sink oonrade took tha bread which he had 
drawn for tha patient and ate It up himself, peaceful argument didn't help 
in the oase of those people any more. At that time 1 didn't consider it a 
orlne to approach a oase of that kind and Instantly to reprimand the guilty 
person with a slap. If the witnesses who testified against me now tell that 
I worked together with the SS end try to prove that through the fact that 
I had connections with tha detail leaders and so on, the r eaeou for ttiat 
was the type of work I was doing) beoause all prisonars had only one thing 

in mind "Whore oan 1 organize some tiling? Where a an I get something to eat?"

and ">7hsre oan I evade work" i and, naturally, that was tha right of every 
prisoner, but that I always had to tain charge of the difficulties arising 
from the actions of these people with the >S6, today they dm 't went to see 
that any more, or they didn't over aee it) beoause, otherwise, why did they 
always oorae to me and call out "Welter, waiter" or "ulerk, olerk" end why 
didn't they go to the oamp eldest?—Hsoauee they knew that the oamp eldest 
didn't have as much petienoe and would immediately report things to Sergeant 
Lamps. They didn't worry about the threats they were hanging ovar me in 
ease ray inventory didn't tally. They out up and sold the bed blankets 
lnoaoslderately, in spite of knowing that that aotually was sabotage. If I 
talked to them they promised everything, out the next day again it was the 
sans tiling ail over. I received ordere from the detail leader to search the 
entire detail and the oepos in the evening for lemm money. I answered and 
told the detail leader "we osn't do that this evening. We will iiave to post¬ 
pone that until tomorrow evening" bo that I would have a chance to inform the 
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entire oamp through ths oamp interpreters that they should hid* all thsir 
monsy or turn it over to no* Ths next evening this oheok-up was mads* It 
took plaos in ths prsssnos of Staff Sergeant Ftrauny and Staff Sergeant lamps* 

Ons hundred and sighty Hsioha uarks wars found on a Gseoh* Sergeant lamps 
asksd him "Where did you gst ths monsy?" Ths Cssoh answsrod "It was ssnt to 
as in a par os 1." "Who controlled this paekege, or who ohsoksd ths paokege?" 

"Ths olsrk turned it over to as*" Dsoauss ths Casohs particularly always 
received letters and money inclosed in thsir parosls 1 always turned ths 
parcels over to the useohs without c hooking the parosls* Ssrgsant Loops 
asksd ms "Is that right* olsrk?" I answered "No." Ths Gseoh said "Yes* 
this mousy was in ths butter in ths parcel that you gave mo yesterday 
evening*" this time I was pretty excited over the foot that ths uasoh 
was gLving mo a black eye in front of ths SS wl»ro all I nad dons wss good* » 
and in the preeonou of Sergeants lamps and iJrauny I gave him a clap* All 
over* everywhere* I always covered up md kept silent* and now* because they 
oan't find any other way* they tr^jr to riake it look as if 1 was particularly 
against the Jews* I was never against the Jews* booauso I took iqy apprentice¬ 
ship in Leipsig in bookkeeping with Doctor Jolowioz. Ho was a Jaw. Together 

with his brother-in-law* Doctor Finkslstein*' and his brother ths psyohistrist*

Doctor Jolowioz I had ths most friendly kind of contaot* and the director of 
ths orchestra for the State theater at Weimar* Trunuer-Latsko, and his wife* 
the opera singer kali Truraaer-Latzko at Leipzig* and also ths tobaooo dealer, 
Chwa’ct, and his partner* Koffield, I tiad the most friendly connections* My 
sohool friond from ths time I was going to high school* Hans Prosksuer was 
in oaptivity together with mo in Buohsnwald* He was a Jew also* Four weeks 
ego I reoeived the information that he was at home* I immediately wrote and 
requested that hs come here ueoause I had been a daily visitor and guest at ths 
Jewish block in Buohsnwald, but unfortunately* a few days ago I reoeived further 
information that he uad died at ths lung sanitarium Berk* near Weimar* 1 
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oan't understand why suddenly I air supposed to have hated the Jews, and 
poop Is want to make it look that way* Kor two years I lived and slept in 
the punishment oompany K in Buchanwald, bed to bed with Jews* I oan't 
understand why one is trying to make me responsible for conditions prevailing 
in a trannport from Aieohwita* If oertain excesses against Jaws or indivi¬ 
dual Jews took place in tttanpeda one oertainly oan't make me responsible, 
beoause I did ity duty according to the best of igy knowledge and ability, 
end I always tried, in view of the approaching situation which beoame mare 
pronounced everyday, to make sure of our general saourity, but either thqr 
didn't want to or they didn't understand in what a serious position we all wars 
in, lieoause in the final analysis there were good, bed, and very bad prisoners, 
hooauss the question of triangles was not the deoisive one in camp, beoause 
the cnee wearing red triangles, there were just as <.iany bad ones amongst those 
as iuong the other ones wearing black or green, and it is evident clearly 
from the testimony of D>ctar Hein who testified here at oourt that every 
prisoner wanted to live*

I couldn't thrash or knock dom anybody because I was beaten 
near the door in the vory first few moments, and I rsm&insd unconscious during 
the entire tins until l regained consciousness when I was being bandaged by 
Cespiva, and all these events took place just during this particular time.

A The leader of the resistance movement, a (useian ooiwnisear who had 
worked for Zander who had also become a traitor to the resistance movement 
and to all the people who were confronted with aim tie said "There ie no 
point in your denying everything* You may as well admit everything* Snnder 
knowe all about what is going on*" Those were the real murderers, and 
responsible for the persons who were hanged, because ell the leaders were the 
traitors, and tbs same applies to cespiva. Cespiva was on the best possible 
terms with Sender. If I had fared as well as Cespiva did in the bunker I 
would have been well satisfied. Cespiva wae treated like a raw egg. 

(4 But Cespiva testified hers that he had been beaten in the bunker, 
tthat do you have to say to that? 

A Not during the time I was in the bunker, but I won't deny that auoh 
a possibility exists* Certainly during the time I was in the bunker neither 
a single Cseoh nor a single Frenchman was interrogated. The men who Cespiva 
testified were beaten so badly that they became cripples were primarily 
beaten in tho Hoe Ike (Caserne. I can remember the time when Cespiva returned 
from the ,)oelke (Caserne he did return a cripple. I oannot remember Cespiva*s 
ever having been beaten in the bunker nor his ever having been made a cripple 
there; and because they are auoh cowards and betrayed their people, and be¬ 
cause today they still want to represent themselves as leaders of an organi¬ 
zation, they say "tfalenta is the traitor." My only oontaot with Sander was 
an official one, but Ceepiva spent as much aa half a day, or spent half days 
with Sander, talking to him privately, and on the best of terms. I was given 
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25 by Sander throe tinea* but 1 never. observed (jaapiva being beaten* Oeepiva 
was given cigarettes for that ty Sander , and, of course, today ne la afraid 
beoauue i had »oen bin toother with bandar* Ho will omy to niiaaelf 
"Wa must destroy him beoauae ha oas this knowledge" and so lie testified 
that I was the stool pigeon* 
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Q A «itnan Birin alto testified against you. Mha a did ha work? 

A Ha worked in the second oentral murdering spot in Dora, tha 
labor statistics and tha labor allocation office. 

Q Where did tyglendtts work, pleaset 
A Was th t JohannaT 

Q Did he hare a nlcknaaaT 

A Yes. that was Johanna who as blook eldest and eldest. He. also, 
of neoessity had to incriminate too* 

Q Whate did tha witness Lsinwebar work? 

A Labor allooation. 

Where did the witness Bernhard work! 

A Just n w I don't soea able to remember# 

Q A witness Hlchal has also testified against you hero* Can you 
still ramambar where ha stated he had been working! 

A Dispensary* 

Q Where did the witness bouda work! 

A did massages* He was a favorite of tha commanding offloar* 

(j Did you ewer talk to tha witness Birin while you were at Dorat* 

A I saw this .man for the first time here* I did not know that he was 
in the bunker* 

Q The witness Birin and Cesplva have testified about a so-oalled 
stiok allay which was undertaken in Dora after tha esoape of tha Russians. 
What oan you say with reference to thatT 

A All I can say is that during this particular night all bunks or 
all wooden parts were taken out of tha oalls. The Inmates were oarefully 
searched to find cut whether they had knives or other objeots in their 
pockets and this v«» something I was told about tha next day* After the 
attack and after I hud been bandaged I went to bed and didn't /at up again.

Q The witness Johanna testified here that he had worked in the 
bunker. What was Wyglendats' activity in the bunker? 

A In the first plaoe, he acted as a gestapo, stool pigeon for 
Sander, and the proof for his having been the olosest collaborator is the 
faot that he maintained a secret book for Sander, I never got this book 
into my hands beoause he had better oonneotlons than Z did and all the 
names of people who had had something to do with this organisation were - 
put into this book, but he never was present in the bunker when interroga¬ 
tions were going on, Me was always oalled after the interrogation had 
been finished or when new arrivals o&me into the bunker so that again the 
names of these people might be entered in the book whioh belonged to 
Sander, When he maintains that he saw persons being interrogated in the 
bunker, he lies. It is a matter of oourse that he will maintain that he 
saw me during suoh interrogations and that he further saw me beat persons 
beoause he was a person who beat like a wildman in Ellrioh so that I filed 
a oomplalnt with the dootor there and he was further afraid of my knowing 
that he had been a gestapO stool pigeon and he is one of the kind about

Ue naked me whether 1 had baan or waa a member of tha 
mowsment. I told Sander I don’t hare anything to do with thia organisation. 

I said. "ld»»t organisation are you talking about?" tinder aaid to me. 

"You will talk, there are people hare who will prow* it* and ha explained 
to am that thia organleatioo did not exist in Dora only, but aloo in 
Ellrieh and other oampo and sinoe I waa a politieal innate and oamp aldaat 
at Ellrioh. it la easily underatood that Sander assumed I had bean a manber 
of thia organisation* I was than eonfronted with Ssymoak* Ssymoak aaid 
"fas. he la one of them."
